I can't keep up x-jith my own work in that time, and I liave stayed 
away from reading taenusoripts even for close friends for personal 
reasons. 

Prom yoia? letter I would encoxirago you to take a hard look at your 
project. If you do ^ not have even tile 26 volutoes (and I know of none 
arailabla at any px»ioe) and haven't read ai^ of my work which is all 
■bxxafc potiiains ia print of tlie original books , you begin an enoi*- 

mous handicap. Thors are so many of us who have worked so long, do 
you think you have much prospect of ever catching up with what we 
Imow if we continue our work as I, for example, do every day? 

Ia yo^ work is going to deal with ''typographical errors and factual 
ones, I raise questions for your consideration about both. Gan you 
^Id the author responsible for typographical ©aurora? Can you really 
believe they relate in any way to whether or not his book is worth- 
while? And when you have not read the basic available mterial or 
the 26 volumes, do you rosily believe you are in a position to jtidge 
whether another haa made a factual error? Some, of' course, may be 
obvious, but there are going to be vast areas of evidence it will 
take you years to begin to understand. 

You ask about ray theories and I iwva none. I deal with fact. You 
ask for "any evidence hhat has not been brought to my attention," 
when obviously I have no way of knowing what has been. 

My files are too extensive to begin even to think of what you might 
want and when I work the kind of day I do, at my age I can't bepin 
to think of duplicating them for anyoiis else, pai’tiouiarly when I 
am broke and he is asking me to do it on his promise to pay in the 
^ture. only think you say about your project, in any event, 

is to say I plan to tell everything that is wrong with books." I 
don't think this i s "v ifriting a book on the assassination," by which 
I asauae you mean JFK's only, and I don't thiifk that, unless you turn 
out a Iwrror, you will find either a market or interest. 

I take this tin» to discourage you becaiAse from your letter «rif^ from 
^ experience, it is an obligation 1 owe you. Your letter does not 
Innicate that you really understand what you are getting into, its 
limitations or those you may have.
